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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/1 1/03 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 9 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tsutomu 
(JP405267913A of record) in view of Adkins. 

Tsutomu (Fig. 4) teaches a signal line including: a dielectric substrate (12,14) 
having a signal pattern (24, 26) in the substrate; and mesh ground planes (44, 46, 30) 
are formed on both the top and bottom surfaces of the substrate. 

However, Tsutomu does not teach that the mesh ground planes are connected 
together. 

Adkins teaches signal lines (e.g. 128, 129) in a substrate and having conductive 
vias (e.g. 30, 130) connecting ground planes on opposite sides of the substrate. The 
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vias are formed outside the signal line paths for waveguide mode rejection (i.e. the vias 
are forming a waveguide along the signal paths) (e.g. see Fig. 1 and Col. 5, lines 10-13 
and 39-49). 

It would have been considered obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
provided conductive vias along the signal paths with the vias connecting the ground 
planes together, such as taught by Adkins, in the Tsutomu circuit device, because it 
would have provided the advantageous benefit of a means for selecting mode rejection 
of microwave frequencies, thereby suggesting the obviousness of such a modification 
(e.g. see Adkins Col. 5, lines 40-44).
